ON BOARD THE POST-DISPATCH’S DISPATCH STEAMER CONFI- 
DENCE, HAVANA HARBOR, March 12.—The discovery of the Maine’s ram and 
its position relative to the rest of the wreck is the crowning proof that the ship 
was blown up by a mine or a huge torpedo. 

There is no longer room for doubt. 

The ship is absolutely broken in two. 
right angles from the point of impact two-thirds of the way back.

The Maine's extreme forward point was a massive steel ram, a tremendously 
heavy structure. It moved but little, &nd the portion of the ship between it and 
the point of explosion swung upon this ram, like a weight upon a fulcrum, away 
from the awful force applied against the port side. 

In the same manner the stern of the Maine was uninjured and moved little, 
while 200 feet of the ship forward to the point of.impact swung around to the right, 
away from the force. :

For some-time I had noticed that the navy divers were working away to port 
of the apparent position of the-Maine’s sunken bow. They evidently had found 
something big. They did little work where the bow usually was supposed to lie. 

To-day’s soundings show nothing but mud and light wreckage where the bow 
ought to be. But they do show a massive pointed object lying some eight feet 
above the mud and pointing as indicated. In the widest place it is about 14 feet 
and runs to a point. |

“Careful soundings in approximate 14-foot squares show no wreckage on the 
port side of the forward portion of the wreck except the big iron ram. Naturally, 
the mass of upper works went away to starboard. and this the Spanish divers probably 
have mistaken for the Maine’s bow in its proper position. 

The ram's position finally and definitely fixes the fact of a mine or a torpedo.

MADRID, March 12.—To-day Capt. Peral, 
President of the Spanish Naval Court of 
Inquiry into the cause of the Maine disas- 
ter, granted an interview to the corre- 
spondent of the Associated Press, when he 
authorized him to say that it was the first 
and only interview he had given any news- 
paper on the eubject of the inquiry. Capt. 
Peral said: 

“Our divers are hard at work examining 
the hull of the Maine. Great difficulty is 
experienced owing to the deep mud in 
which the hull ts buried and the condition 
of the wreck forward of amidships. The 
whole forward part of the ship is a mass 
of iron and steel debris. We have hoisted 
 - much of it; but in the mud it is not 
always possible to tell what parts of the 
ship, armor, deck, beams or stanchions 
are found, the explosion so changed their 


the hull by means of the floatin 
brought from England and now in fi 
harbor. 

“We cannot believe this was an external 
explosion of a torpedo for the following 
reasons: 

“A torpedo, following the line of least re- 
sistance, must have blown a great hole in 
the mud at the bottom of the harbor. No 
such hole was found, A torpedo must have 
thrown a large mass of water into the air if 
exploded at the depth of only 25 feet or so, 
or at least have produced a wave reaching 
the ships and the shore of the harbor. We 
have examined every one on shipboard or 
shore who saw the explosion, but no one 
can be found who remarked an upheaval of 
the water or a big wave. A torpedo explo- 
sion always kills the fish in the vicinity. No 
fish were killed by the Maine disaster, as 
fishermen who have known the harbor for 
many years testify. 

“To produce the effects noted i 
a torpedo would have to be @ 
size, fully 150 or 200 kilos. 

“T am therefore of ‘opinion that the ex- 
plosion occurred within the ship. I know 
and respect Capt. Sigsbee, and I believe the 
American regulations affecting naval con- 
duct, which I have read and found admira- 
ble, were carefully observed. But some 
things which cannot be foreseen are bound 
to happen in any navy.”’

NEW YORK, March 12.—Wall Street 
waked up this morning with renewed ap- 
prehension regarding the situation of this 
country with Spain. The prevalent beilef 
is that the culmination of the Cuban ques- 
tion is at hand with the pending report of 
the Board of Inquiry. Operators in stocks 
dread to carry open contracts over a Sun- 
day, especially in view of last Sunday's 
developments over the retluest for Lee’s re- 
call. There was consequently a lively 
scramble on the floor at the opening this 
morning to find buyers for large offerings 
of stocks. Few buyers could be found and 
prices therefore broke violently from 1 to 3 
points in all active stocks. The local trac- 
tions, «stocks, industrial specialties, St. 
Paul and New York Central suffered most 
severely. 

Early quotations from London had shown 
declines there for Americans, but these did 
not exceed a fraction in any case and were 
attributed to liquidation by a millionaire 
operator, who had been caught heavily long 
of American stocks. The first violent dip 
in the local market invited covering by the 
shorts’ and the market rallied in the first 
half hour an average*of about a point. 
This recovery was only momentary and 
prices plunged downwards again to a lower 
level than on the first slump. 

Manhattan and Consolidated Gas lost 4 
points and Lake Shore, Pullman and Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway 3 points and up- 
ward. There was a fall in railroad bonds 
of about a point all around. United States 
new 4s lost a point, and the 56s % a point. 
There was a torrent of offerings as decline 
in prices progressed, showmg.that the large 
speculative lines still remaimed to be liqul- 
dated in spite of the recent heavy decline. 
There was no attempt to‘support prices 
anywhere, but the liquidation had some- 
what exhausted itself in the first hour, and 
the market became less active. 

The steadiness of the market on a cessa- 
tion of offerings was short lived and no im- 
portant recoveries were made before the 
pressure of selling was resumed, and the 
market became quite demoralized, prices 
droppipg by wide intervals between sales. 


St. Paul touched 8%, Northwest 113%, and 
Pennsylvania fell 3 points. Nothing escaped 
the slump. In the closing dealings the shorts 
covered in some stocks and effected sharp 
rallies, which were not held. The closing 
was weak and unsettled near the lowest, 
except for a few stocks, and net losses 
ranging from 1 to over 4 points. Sales for

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DARING ROBBERY 
NA SALOON, 


Railroad Clerk Choked and 
His Pockets Rifled. 


ALL HIS MONEY TAKEN. 


ASSAULTED WHILE IN A BAR- 
ROOM AT TWENTY-THIRD 
AND OLIVE STREETS. 


THREE MEN ARRESTED LATER. 


Detectives Killian and Skidmore Made 
the Capture on Market Street 
and Had a Lively Fight 
With the Prisoners.

In the middle of the barroom floor at 
George Steele's saloon, Twenty-third and 
Olive streets, under the dazzling giare of 
incandescent lamps, Frank Masterson, a 
’'Frisoo Rallroad clerk, was choked to in- 
sensibility and robbed by three men, short- 
ly before 2 o’clock Saturday morning. 

Charies Malloy, Harry Self and William 
Spencer are in the holdover, charged with 
the robbery. 

The arrests were made by Detectives Kil- 
lian and Skidmore, and a furious hand to 
hand battle was precipitated. Self led the 
attack, it is alleged, and the officers found 
it necessary to club him to submission. 

Masterson appeared at the Four Courts 
about 2:30 o’clock Saturday morning. He 
was dazed as a result of his encounter with 
the robbers, but he was able to make a de- 
tailed report. 

“I went into Steele's saloon at 1:45 o'clock 
this morning’ said Mastereon, ‘‘and while 
standing at the bar I observed three men 
watching me closely. 

“Presently one of them called me out- 


side, and asked me to loan him » Of 
course I declined. By this time, another 
of the trio stepped to the door and took 
part in the discussion. 

“If he refuses to accommodate us with 
a@ little thing like a loan of $5 we'll show 
him something,’ the second member of the 
trio said. 

“I ran back into the saloon to get away 
from them, but they fdllowed. In plain 
view of the bartender I was thrown upon 
the floor. One of the men grabbed my 
throat and choked me, another’ held my 
feet so tight that I could not kick, and 
the third rifled my pockets. They took $15 
in paper money--all | had with me. Then 
they let me go. The men were in the saloon 
when I left.” ‘ 

Masterson gave a good description of the 
robbers, as he was able to see them plainly 
in the rs dey amg lighted room. 

Detectives Killian and Skidmore went im- 
mediately to Steele's saloon. The men were 
not there. Fred Scott, the bartender, was 
questioned. He admitted that a fight or 
some sort of a scuffie had occurred in the 
saloon. 

If a robbery was committed the bartender 
knew nothing about it, so he said. When 
asked by the detectives why he didn’t inter- 
fere, Scott said he thought’ it was only an 
Ordinary brawl and that it was not his 
place to part it. ' 

From the saloon the detectives went out 
on a general skirmish. 

At Twenty-first and Market streets they 

came upon a trio engaged in front of a sa- 
loon which re were about to enter. The 
trio answered the description and the arrest 
followed. 
_ The prisone rotested, and on the way 
to a patrol box Self declared that he would 
not submit to arrest, and that is when he 
Was subdued by the persuasive club. 

Masterson went from the Four Courts to 
his home, 1127 Leonard avenue, He is some- 
what the worse for wear as a result of his 
encounter, but his injury is not serious.

Council Meeting Too Early 
for the Banker. 


HIS FAMOUS BILL NOT READY. 


NEW NORTH AND SOUTH MEAS- 
URE WAS IN COURSE OF 
PREPARATION. 


COUNCILMEN EXPECTING IT. 


But the Promoter Had Never Heard of 
an Afternoon Meeting of Such 
a Body and That Caused 
the Tlitch, 


R. M. Snyder, the Kansas City banker, 
who is in the city to promote the granting 
of a franchise to the reorganized North 
and Gouth Railroad Co., was kept busy 
Saturday morning explaining why the bill 
which he had prepared was not introduced 
Yat the Friday afternoon session of the Mu- 


 nicipal Agsembly. 

The failure to introduce it was not oc- 
casioned by Mr. Snyder's lack of acquaint- 
ance with members, for two or three city 
Councilmen had called on Mr, Snyder dur- 
ing the day, he says, and he intended to 
send the bill to one of them for introduction 
by request. 

“I never heard of a City Council meeting 
at 5 o’clock in the afternoon,’’ said Mr. 
Snyder to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “‘‘l 
was putting the finishing touches on the 
measure yesterday afternoon at 6 o'clock, 
when a St. Louis friend dropped in to ask 
if it had been sent to the C Hall. I told 
him it was ready.

Mr. Snyder Made Defendant in a Dam-- 
, age Suit. 

The visit to this city of R. M. Snyder, 

the Kansas City banker, in the interest of

chase of mineral lends in orgia, as told 
pS wey 1? hg —~F- pa ispatc 
nyder sa atur morning, 
asked about the case: ’ . 
“I know J. P. Mclivreld, who is made a 
defendant with me in this suit. I met 
Baird once, when he effected a lona of $500 
with my bank in -Kansas City, putting up 
good and sufficient collateral. tf remember, 
also, he said something about a scheme 
he had on hand to get an option on some 
mineral lands in Georgia. Davidson I met 
once, but I never in ~~! life had any busi- 
ness transactions with him that I am able 
to recall.”’ 
“He claims you signed a contract to bu 
certain Georgia lands with him and Baird. 
What about that?’ 
“Let him produce the Sere. They 
should be proof positive of his assertions.” 
“But he says you have them?’’ 
“T have not. I do not own a dollar's worth 
of land in Georgia, and, as I say, never had 
any business transactio with Davidson, 
nor with Baird, except the loan I have re- 
ferred to.

CUT OF WAGES FOR APRIL 


Contractors Say They Will Not 
termand the Order for Reduc- 
tion From 55 Cents to 
40 Cents Per Hour. 


An effort will be made to arbitrate differ- 
ences between the local Bricklayers’ Union 
and the boss contractors, thus warding 
off the threatened strike. 

The workingmen have been notified by 
a few of the master builders that a re 
duction of 15 cents per hour will go into 
effect April 1. 

The Masters’ Builders’ Association will 
meet in the Chemical Building next Tues- 
day evening. A committee of aix brick- 
layers, two from each local union, will be 
present to urge that the recent order be 
countermanded and the old scale continued. 

The association has over oss con- 
tractors on its roster, and it. is said that 
they are by no means unanimous on the 
proposition’ to reduce wages. Several cof 
the larger firms have agreed that 40 cents 
per hour, instead of 55 cents, be paid after 
this month, and it is probable they will 
hold out for their decision. 

This is the impression among the brick- 
layers and little ys is expressed that the 
impending clash will be avoided. The com- 
mittee will do all in its power to keep the 
figures intact and no official action will be 
taken by the unions until their report is 
in. If no agreement is reached there will 
be a strike. 2 

That this is the expected outcome of the 
conference is evidenced by the fact that 
another overture has been made by the 
Bullding Trades Council for affiliation. . 
The bricklayers number 1600 or 1800. In th 
Building Trades Council are about 28, 
workmen. Union of all forces would mean @ 
strike of great proportions. 

As stated in the Post-Dispgjch, the Coun- 
cil hesitates to take in the bricklayers at 
this time, owing to the latter’s independent 
attitude in labor matters heretofore. Sev, 
eral’ invitations ‘have been extended the 
bricklayers to join, but they have declared 
a were strong enough to stand alone. 

e officers are now considering the ad- 
visability of forwarding an application for 
ae be in the organized Building 
Trades and have notified the council that 
some action will be taken soon. 

" Whether they will be received remains to 
be seen. There is considerable sentiment 
both ways, but the council’s leading men 
are open in their opinions that the appli- 
cation should be turned down. 

‘It is against the conservative policy of 
the Building Trades Council,’’' said an offi- 
cial Gaturday, ‘‘to take in an organization 
with a fight on its hands. We are not or- 
ganized to aid and abet strikes, but to pre- 
serve peace between employer and employe. 
Arbitration, not fight, hag ‘been our watch- 


word. 

‘The bricklayers wold not accept our in- 
vitation to join when they were at peace 
with their bosses, and now that they need 
us to prevent wages being cut they rush in 
their application. I am in a position to say 
that they will not become members of the 
Building Trades Council this season, or at 
least not until they have gettled all their 
grievances.”’ 

While all recognize the justice of this pos!- 
tion, there are some men in the council 
who strongly urge that now is the time for 
the big organization to show its good will 
to labor by aiding the weaker union, thus 
insuring their support for all tine, 

If enough can be won over to this way 
of thinking, St. Louls may see next mont 
the most determined labgr lockout that has 
existed here for years. 


SUB-CONTRACTORS OBJEOT. 


Building Trades Council Request Meets 
With Opposition.

The organization is practically complete 
now, but there remain a few details that 
have been laid over till next week. A 
charter has been applied for and this is 
ex ted from Jefferson city any day. 
here are over 600 journeyman~ paper 
hangers in St. Louls. The main purpose of 
the organization is to establish a uniform 
working system. Ase it is one-half of the 
men get paid according to the number of 
pleces they hang, while the other receive 
weekly compensation. There is no uni- 
formity about the length of a working day, 
either 8, 9 or 10 hours are put in. 
With the organization effected all work 
will be done by the piece and an 8-hour 
“ay will be the rule. 
xisting contracts will be exempt frem 
these new regulations, but future work 
must be made according to them. 
The union will affiliate with the Building 
Trades Council.
